of Versailles. . . 

The armies of Italy and France 
would be reduced to the same nu- 
mericai strength, but France would 
be permitted an overseas force of 
200,000 and Italy of 50,000. 

This would reduce the French 
army abouj-@ne-third, paralleling 
the proposal of President Hoover. 

No maximum was suggested for 
the British army, nor does the plan 
include any attempt to limit non- 


European forces. 

Austria's effectives would be 
fixed at 50,000, Hungary’s at 60,- 
000 and Bulgaria's at 60,000. 

The French “Allies” would be 
lined up: Poland 200,000, Rumania 
150,000, Czecho-Slovakia 100, 000. 
Russia would be given 500,000. 

Pleads for Peace. 

MacDonald delivered an appeal 

especially directed to France and 


Germany to abandon fear and cul- | 


tivate confidence. 

Demanding contributions to peace 
from both armed and unarmed na- 
tions, he solemnly gave warning of 
the danger existing in the interna- 
tional situation. | 

“We can almost hear the very 

fabric of our civilizaton crackling 
about our ears,” he said. 
The plan embodies a draft dis- 
armament convention providing for 
the reduction of tanks and heavy 
field guns and prohibition of air 
bombing. It also attempts to couple 
abolition of military aircraft with 
guarantees against the conversion 
of civil aircraft to fighting pur- 
poses. 

It provides a pledge of a confer- 
ence among the signatories of the 
Kellogg peace pact, in case of a 
breach of its provisions, thus paral- 
leling recent utterances by Henry 
L. Stimson, Secretary of State in 
the Hoover Cabinet. 

The plan would extend the Lon- 
don naval treaty to include France 
and Italy. It also would extend the 
naval holiday on capital ships to 
all Powers except Italy, which 
would be permitted to build one 
ship to balance the new French 
cruiser Dunkirk. 

Germany would be freed legally 
from the naval restrictions im- 
posted by the Versailles treaty, but 
actually its naval power would be 
fixed at the present level until 
1936. 


Five-Year Plan. 

This proposed treaty would re- 
main in force for five years. Dur- 
ing that period special iaternation- 
al commissions would be created to 
attempt conciliation and settlement 
of vexing political problems now 
disturbing Europe. A second gen- 
eral arms conference would be held 
just before the expiration of the 
five-year period. 

MacDonald admitted that thus far 
he had been unable to figure out 
a way to guarantee that civil air- 
craft would not be converted to 
war purposes.

“Of this $600,000,0C° will go to the 
brewers and 3200, 000,000 to the 
Government, all from the pockets 
of the people. What a desperate and 
tragic form of taxation.” 

Sheppard said that in pre-prohi- 
bition days most of the money spent 
for alcoholic liquor went for beer. 
He contended the “liquor problem 
in the United States is in the main 
a beer problem.” 

“Beer works the greatest havoc 
of all alcoholic beverages,” he said. 
“Beer and light wines gradually 
but surely establish the liquor hab- 
it.” 

Sheppard said the beer industry 
owned most of the 177,000 saloons 
in pre-prohibition days and that at 
that time the beer was 3.5 per cent 
alcoholic content, as compared with 
3.2 in the pending bill. 

The principal consumers of beer, 
he said, will be the “working mass- 
es” of the nation, adding: “It will 
be a drain on the earnings and sav- 
ings of labor. It will fail with 
crushing effect on the mother, the 
wife, the child.” 

Referring to the claim that legal- 
ization of the beverage would pro- 
vide additional employment, Shep- 
pard said that for “every dollar 
spent for beer a dollar less will be 
spent for clothing and food and 
such things and for every employe 
given work by beer an employe will 
be discharged from other indus- 
tries.”

His home in the fashionable 
Bendlerstrasse was searched and 
his banking accounts and proper- 
ty near Berlin were tied up. 

Formerly director of the Berlin- 
Karlsruher Industriwerke, Baron 
von Gontard was the chief Gov- 
ernment witness in the trial of Wal- 
ter Bullerjahn, known as the “Ger- 
man Dreyfus,” who was convicted 
of betraying a store of arms to the 
Interallied Military Commission in 
1924 when it searched Von Gon- 
tard’s plant. 

Bullerjahn contended he had 
been “railroaded,” and the Supreme 
Court reversed its verdict in the 
case last year. acquitting him after 
he had served six years in prison. 


Paul von Gontard is the brother- 
in-law of August A. Busch, head of 
Anheuser-Busca, Inc. His son, 
Adalbert von Gontard of Huntleigh 
Vilage, is chief supervising engi- 
neer of Anheuser-Busch, and is 
known as a horseman. Another 
son, Paul C. von Gontard, who lives 
in San Francisco, has hunted big 
game in Africa.

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
today said the administration’s 
farm relief bill was designed to 
give to his office powers to provide 
for reduction in acreage or produc- 
tion of specified farm products and 
to compensate producers for such 
reduction through rental benefit 
payments. 

Before the text of the bill had 
been released for publication, -the 
Secretary of Agriculture explained. 
its provisions to newspaper men. 

He said it would authorize him to 
enter into marketing agreements 
with producers, marketing agencies 
and processors of farm products 
and to license processors and dis- 
tributing agencies engaged in in- 
terstate or foreign commerce in 
handling agricultural products and 
to regulate them so as to eliminate 
“unfair practices and charges.” 

The measure would empower him 
to use the Smith cotton option con- 
tract plan on the 1933 crop of cot- 
ton, passed by the last Congress 
but given a “pocket veto” by Pres- 
ident Hoover. 

Taxes on Processing. 

The Secretary would have au- 
thority under the proposal to im- 
pose taxes on the processing of the 
basic agricultural commodities at 
an amount not in excess of that 
necessary to restore pre-war price 
parity subject to the limitation that 
the tax shall be reduced if the full 
amount is more than can be borne 
under existing conditions without 
excessive reduction in consump- 
tion. 

This part of the measure incor- 
porates principles of the domestic 
allotment plan which failed of pas-

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 16.— 
Only Gov. Henry Horner's signa- 
ture remained today to make the 
à per cent State sales tax effec- 


tive. By a vote of 37 to 1, the Sen- 


ate concurred in the seven amend- 

ments added to the bill in the 
House. One member declined to 
vote. : 

Four of the seven amendments 
merely clarify the terms of the bill. 
The others require merchants to 
mark the amount of tax paid on the 
outside of each article sold; forbid 
him advertising’ he has absorbed 
the tax; and lastly require hearings 
on alleged violations of the law in 
the county where the tax is due. 

Meantime Gov. Horner ordered 
the director, Joseph J. Rice of the 
Department of Finance, which is 
charged with administering the tax, 
to start immediately in setting up 
the machinery for its collection. Re- 
tailers are required to make a 
monthly return of the amount of 
their sales to this department, 
which has been empowered to in- 
vestigate records and hold hearings 
whenever a question arises. 

The bill, designed tc produce 
$60,000,000 a year for unemployment 
relief, was voted in the House of 
Representatives late yesterday, 103 
to 45. It took a two-thirds vote, or 
102, for emergency passage. 

Passage bt the bill, as an emer- 
gency measure, was a triumph for 
Gov. Horner, who had insisted on 
the sales tax as the only available 
means of raising the fund needed 
to meet the unemployment situa- 
tion. He threatened to stump the 
State and carry the problem to the 
people should the Legislature fail 
him. 

The sales tax bill provides for a 
3 per cent impost on all retail sales 
of tangible personal property other 
than gasoline (already taxed) and 
farm products when sold by the 
producer. i 

Other provisions of the bill, and 
its companion measures, are: The 
act will be administered by the 
State Department of Finance. All 
money collected will be redistrib- 
uted among the counties of the 
State on the basis of population.

that county. In event the county’s

Ed Mayes of St. Louis is presi- 
dent of the three concerns and 
holds the controlling interest in 
each, according to the report. 

Resolution to Company. 

The resolution adopted by the 
insurance commissioners, after a 
hearing held in June, 1931, on a 
previous convention examination of 
the insurance company, did not spe- 
cifically direct a change in the 
managerial control. It was trans- 
mitted to officers and directors of 
the insurance company, as “express- 
ing the attitude of the interested 
commissioners,” with directions the 
resolution be made a part of the 
| insurance company’s minutes. 

The resolution, now made pub- 
| lic, said that the former examina- 
tion, which was made for a period 
ending May 31, 1930, and discussion 
in a hearing on the examination 
report in June, 1931, disclosed that 
a very close affiliation and rela- 
| tionship exists between the Conti- 
nental Life Insurance Co., the Con- 
tinental Securities and Holding 
Co. and the Grand National Bank.’

It is the fortitude gained in this 
way that has made it possible for 
President Roosevelt to go through 
the last 11 days of tension with his 
health intact. The routine of his 
life has been broken by midnight 
conferences, telephone calls, radio 
talks, deliberations of unusual im- 
portance. But— 

“We are a calm family,” Mrs. 
Roosevelt said in explanation. 

‘That spirit of calm is more im- 
portant than anything else—sleep, 
food, exercise or médicine. That is 
why there is no over-emphasis on 
the material aspects of health pres- 
ervation, although each thing in its 
place receives Mrs. Roosevelt’s per- 
sonal attention. 

“Franklin is very wise about 
rest,” she declared. “He doesn't sit 
up unless he has to, and when it 
is necessary—well, that is all there 
is to it.” 

The President’s usual retiring 
hour is about 11 o’clock, He always 
reads in bed and perhaps eats some 
fresh fruit before turning out the 
light. If he has been up several 
nights in a row until very late, he 
might go to bed a bit earlier to 
make up for them. He has break- 
fast at 8:30. Last Sunday, after a 
strenuous week, he slept until 
10:30, Mrs. Roosevelt said. 

He has little exercise, now that it 
is impossible for him to swim, and 
may possibly use the services of a 
masseuse in Washington as he did 
in Albany. The appropriation for a 
swimming pool in the White House 
has not been made. The original 
estimate the President turned 
down, his wife said, as being too 
high. ( 

It is in order to swim and keep 
down his weight after a few 
months’ sedentary existence, that 
the President has made it a habit 
to go to Warm Springs, Ga., more 
or less regularly. 


All Are Light Eaters. 


All the Roosevelts eat lightly. 

“I think we are all better off, as 
we grow older, if we do not over- 
eat,” said Mrs. Roosevelt. “I would 
rather skip a meal than eat too 
much.” 

The President has a light break- 
fast of orange juice, coffee without 
cream, toast and a small amount of 
dry cereal. His luncheon consists 
of one course only, with coffee. 

“It might be an oyster stew, or 
tomato juice and an egg done in 
some way,” continued the Presi- 
dent’s wife. “One day last week he 
had cold corned beef and cole slaw, 
which he likes very much. 

“For dinner, when we are alone, 
we have soup, meat and vegetables, 
salad and coffee. We seldom have 
a dessert. Sometimes we have fish 


instead of meat. If we have guests, | 


we often have both fish and meat, 
and, of course, a dessert. 

“Late suppers are rarities in our 
house,

The Fresh Air Problem. 


Thé President has been so busy 
he has not had time to get much 
fresh air. He sleeps at night with 
one window open, enjoying a mild 
temperature while his wife likes 
cold air.

Power of Trial Involved. 


Milligan, a citizen of Indiana, was 
tried and sentenced to death by a 
military commission on charges of 
having aided the rebellion against 
the United States. 

The Supreme Court held that a 
military commission had no power 
to try and sentence one who was 
not a resident of one of the rebel- 
lious states nor a prisoner of war. 
It held that, in a state where the 
courts were open, no usage of war 
could sanction a military trial of a 
citizen not connected with the mili- 
tary service. Congress, the Court 
stated, could grant no such power. 

The opinion further said that 
martial law could not arise from a 
threatened invasion, but only in 
the case of a real invasion, such as 


closes the courts and deposes the 
civil administration. Martial law, it 
was stated, was confined to the lo- 
cality of actual war. 

The case was decided by the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court on April 
3, 1866, and the opinion delivered on 
Dec. 17, 1866. Mr. Justice Davis 
spoke for the Court. 

Security of Personal Liberty. 

In that part of the opinion just 
preceding the section quoted by 
Senator Borah, the court recited the 
guaranties of civil rights carried in 
the early amendments to the Con- 
stitution, and added: 

“These securities for personal 
liberty thus embodied, were such as 
wisdom and experience had dem- 
onstratd to be necessary for the 
protection of those accused of 
crime. And so strong was the 
sense of the country of their im- 
portance, and so jealous were the 
people, that these rights, highly 
prized, might be denied them by 
implication that, when the original 
Constitution was proposed for adop- 
tion, it encountered severe opposi- 
tion; and, but for the belief that it 
would be so amended as to em- 
brace them, it would never have 
been ratified.” 

Then followed the statement, 
quoted by Borah, that “time has 
proven the discernment of our an- 
cestors,” ete. 

On Congress’ Attitude. 

Borah, in his sharp attack on the 
theory Congress should confess it- 
self a failure and abandon its leg- 
islative functions, and bestow power 
on the President to slash veterans’ 
cost and Federal payrolls, said: 

“What has startled me upon this 
floor is the statement by such able 
men as the Senator from Ohio 
(Fess) and the Senator from Mary- 
land (Tydings) that the pending bill 
is a bestowal of dictatorial power; 
that it is a bestowal of unconstitu- 
tional power. The Senator from II- 
linois (Lewis) says that precedents 
can be found that it is not a dele 
gation of legislative power. That 
may be a debatable proposition. I 
cannot agree with the views which 
he expressed. But certainly, when 
one is told that it is a bestowal of 
unconstitutional powers, it natural- 
ly brings one to a halt and to a hes- 
itation with reference to his vote 
upon it. 

“We have all made mistakes. No 
one seemed to be able to compre- 
hend and diagnose or to find a plan 
of relief for the great crisis which 
came to us some three and one- 
half years ago. The bankers of the 
United States were without a rem- 
edy. The press of the United States 
was without a remedy. The exec 
utive department was without a 
remedy. The Congress in my judg- 
ment was without a remedy. It was 
a situation which seemed to be be- 
yond the ability of men to com- 
prehend and to control. 

“But I am unwilling myself, in 
the midst of this awful calamity 
and the failure to meet the situa- 
tion as we should like to have seen 
it met, to single out the Congress 
of the United States and say that 
that body, of all who were con- 
cerned in the matter, has been the 
signal failure and therefore we are 
called upon to abandon our func- 
tion of seriously considering and 
passing such measures as we in 


our judgment feel are necessary 
for the situation.”

Award as “Benefactor of Religion.” 

The Community Church of New 
York gave Einstein a medal as one 
of the two great benefactors of re- 
ligion.

These services were listed as devo- 
tion to truth in science, “the stupen- 
dous range of your thought that re- 
stored the original essence of the 
thought of God,” devotion to “uni- 
versal peace and brotherhood.”

1500 JEWS FROM GERMANY 
ENTER POLAND IN TWO DAYS 


200 Sent Back by Officials Because 
They Crossed the Frontier 
Illegally. 

WARSAW, March 16.—The news- 
paper Kurjer Poranny says 1500 
Jewish refugees have arrived from 
Germany in the last two days, with 
268 families settling in Polish Sile- 
sia and 150 families in Western Po- 
land. 

Two hundred Russian Jews were 
expelled from Germany but because 
they passed the Polish frontier ille- 
gally they were sent back by the 
Polish authorities. 

While Jewish deputies in the Pol- 
ish Parliament adopted a resolution 
of protest against persecution of 
Jews in Germany, the . National 
Democrats started an anti-Jewish 
propaganda campaign in order to 
halt the Jewish influx. 

There were serious anti-Jewish 
troubles in several villages in the 
country of Zywiec in Cracow Prov- 
ince, where the police quelled 
crowds storming shops, killing one 
person, injuring 10 and arresting 
80. There were attempts to start 
anti-Semitic disturbances in War- 
saw but they were thwarted.

TO MAKE FIGHT ON 
STATE SALES TAX 


Difficult Course Ahead of 
Measure Which Is Being 
Whipped Into Shape by 
McCawley. 


1 PER CENT LEVY TO 
RAISE $6,000,000 


Food, Electricity and Gas 

are Eliminated—Half of In- 
come Would Go to Pub- 
lic Schools.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 16.— 
The State administration’s sales tax 
bill providing for a 1 per eent tax 
on retail sales of goods was being 
rapidly whipped into shape today by 
Representative McCawley of Car- 


thage. He said he expected to have. 


it ready for detailed consideration 
by the Ways and Means Committee 
by evening. 

McCawley estimated that it would 
provide additional revenue in ex- 
cess of $6,000,000 annually, one-half 
of which would go. to the public 
school fund of the State and the re- 
mainder to the State revenue funds. 

The bill prepared by McCawley 
must run a difficult course and it 
is impossible to know at this time 
whether material changes will be 
made in it by the committee, by the 
House or by the Senate. 

There is developing a substan- 
tial opposition in the Senate to the 
imposition of any sort of sales tax 
at this time. This comes princi- 
pally from Senators from St. Louis, 
Kansas City and St. Joseph, but un- 
less they can get support from 
some rural sections they will be 
powerless to prevent passage of the 
bill, 

Mississippi Act Is Model. 

McCawley has followed the Mis- 
sissippi sales tax law generally, 
eliminating, however, minerals and 
forest products when sold by the 
producer. He said a separate bill 


would be necessary to cover such, 


sales. 

The bill is strictly a retail sales 
tax measure and will include every 
article sold except food. 

It is proposed that the State Tax 
Commission shall license dealers 
and collect the tax, the payments 
to be made by dealers each month. 

Under. the: provisions of the bill 
newspapers are exempted both as 
to circulatio nad advertising. 

In early drafts of the bill 
there were provisions for a 2 per 
cent tax on sales of electricity and 
gas, but these were eliminated in 
the latest draft prepared as coming 
in virtually the same classifcation 
as food and being strictly contrary 
to the Governor’s recommendation 
that the tax should not be laid on 
necessities. : 

Park May Not Approve. 

It is doubtful that the measure, 
as prepared by McCawley, will meet 
the approval of Gov. Park, who in- 
itiated the sales tax legislation in 
a special message to the Legisla- 
ture Tuesday, in which he recom- 
mended that the tax be made to 
apply only to non-necessities. 

McCawley has drawn it to include 
clothing and ready-to-wear gar- 
ments, though he has eliminated 
woolen and cotton cloth. 

The bill will go to the Ways and 
Means Committee, where it wil 
meet its first approval test. It may 
be materially amended there, but 
when it gets out of the committee, 
it must stand a second test before 
the House, 

The Senate is holding aloof from 
conferences havin,; to do with the 
preparation of the House bill. It will 
take the bill as it comes from the 
House Committee and Senate lead- 
ers will decide whether it meets 
their approval. ; 

Senator Donnelly, Democratic 
floor leader, is studying the subject 
and it is probable that a separate 
Senate bill will be offered and that 
then an attempt will be made to 
reconcile differences between the 
Senate and House bills. : 

The bill is being drawn with an 
idea of substituting the sales tax 
fer a portion of the local taxes in 
the State. One-fourth of the 
amount produced by the tax is to 
go to the school fund, which is 
distributed to the counties, and 
one-third of the remainder is to 
also go to the school fund. The 
rest of the money will go to the 
general revenue fund of the State.

CHINESE PUT UP 
STIFF FIGHT UNDER 
NEW COMMANDER 


Continuing Active Resist- 
ance of Japanese Advance 
at Hsifengkow Pass 
Through Great Wall. 


By the Associated Press. 
PEIPING, China, March 1s.— De- 
spite the. withdrawal of Chang 


Hesaio-liang, former North China 
war lord, Chinees troops are con- 
tinuing an active resistance of the 
Japanese advance at Hsifengkow 
Pass through the Great Wall, 100 
miles northeast of here. Both Chi- 
nese and Japanese sources con- 
firmed this fact today. 

Chang Hsiao-liang resigned re- 
cently as commander of the Chinese 
forces opposing invading Japanese 
and Manchukuo troops in Jehol 
Province. He assumed the respon- 
sibility for the loss of the territory 
and then went to Shanghai, osten- 
sibly on the way to Europe, after 
the resignation was accepted by 
Chiang Kai-shek, Chinese General- 
issimo. 

Defense of the pass is in the 
hands of Gen. Sung Cheh-yuan, for- 
merly one of the strongest fighters 
serving under the Christian Gen- 
eral, Feng Yu-hsiang. 

Gen. Sung’s 30,000 well-equipped 
men include a brigade of the so- 
called “big swords” who cut some of 
Chiang Kai-shek’s best divisions to 
pieces during the Kouminchun re- 
volt two years ago. These forces 
now are harassing the invadérs 
with repeated night raids under the 
shadow of the Great Wall. 

Delayed Chinese dispatches said 
a battle began last Thursday when 
the troops of Wan Fu-lin, former 
Governor of Heilungkiang province, 
retreated from Kuancheng, 20 miles 
north of the Great Wall, with the 
Japanese in pursuit. 

Sung’s army, which was held in 
reserve 30 miles south of Hsifeng- 
kow, at once began a forced march 
to the pass. On reaching there, a 
picked battalion of swordsmen,

We must purge the pension lists of 
these skulkers—more dangerous than the 
slackers during the war—for they strike 
at the nation’s credit and will endanger 
its very existence, if their continuing de- 
mands are met. The National Economy 
League and similar organizations have 
performed a wonderful work in calling 
attention to the situation, but they can- 
not stop there. The veterans' organiza- 
tions with their lobbyists will be back on 
the job as soon as the present scare is 
over.

M ISSOURI'S SENATOR, Bennett 
Clark, has taken his stand with the 

pension grabbers in refusing to support 
President Roosevelt's economy bill, Re- 
sult: loud applause from the former sol- 
diers, sailors and marines who consider 
him the protector of the payroll.

expended. In our opinion, moreover, in giving the 
President this authority, which it can revoke at 
any time, Congress is not going outside the Con- 
stitution. 

The only constitutional question involved is 
whether Congress is attempting to transfer to the er- 
ecutive its own power to legislate. Exactly what 
constitutes legislation is a matter of opinion. The 
Constitution itself does not define it. However, the 
fact that the bill specifies the classes of persons to 
whom pensions may be paid, and also sets out mini- 
mum and maximum payments, would undoubtedly be 
given great weight by the Supreme Court as showing 
that it leaves to the executive merely an administra- 
tive function. Incidentally, no act of Congress has 
ever been held unconstitutional on the ground that 
it is a delegation of power to the executive. The Su- 
preme Court has been very liberal in permitting Con- 
gress to make its own decisions in this field. The 
New York Court of Appeals has held that it is with- 
in the Legislature's power to make a lump sum ap- 
propriation to a department, and that the Legislature 
may also give the Governor power to allocate the ex- 
penditure of the lump sum within that department. 
It is interesting to observe that the same measure 
characterized by Senator Clark as a dangerous invasion 
of the powers of Congress is hailed by Walter Lipp 
mann as “a great reform.” The principle, he says, 
“can do more to purify American politics and elevate 
the character of the Government than any political 
reform in our history.” This is because it frees Con- 
gressmen from the pressure, often corruptly and vi- 
ciously exercised, of organized minorities and self- 
seekers of all kinds who are continually undertaking 
to put their muzzles into the Treasury. It permits 
Congressmen to perform their duties honestly, with- 
out fear of reprisal at the polls from the groups 
whose demands they have refused to support. 

In the instance of the veterans, the pressure on in- 
dividual Congressmen has been so great that almost 
everything the ex-soldiers have asked for has been 
granted, many times over presidential vetoes, It is 
significant that such vetoes have been made. The 
President of the United States is not so easy “to get 
to.” His comparative inaccessibility to lobbyists, his 
larger view of the needs of the country, his responsi- 
bility for the financial stability of the Treasury, make 
it easier for him to resist unwise legislation. It is the 
aim of the administration’s economy bill to transfer 
to Congress a measure of the freedom enjoyed by the 
President. ‘ 

Senator Clark knows that truly drastic economy 
measures relating to veterans cannot get through 
Congress. If he contends otherwise, he misreads the 
history of the last 10 years. He misreads the history 
of the United States following the Civil War, and the 
career of Grover Cleveland, whose multitudinous 
vetoes of pension bills stayed for a time the inevita- 
ble conclusion—the pensioning of all Civil War vet- 
erans. (The G. A: R. claimed credit for Cleveland’s 
defeat in 1888.) We are now confronted by the same 
fate in the case of Spanish-American and World War 
veterans. It is only by presidential action, strictly de- 
fined and limited by Congress, that this country can 
rid itself of the worst Old Man of the Sea that ever 
bestrode it. It is not the Constitution that is at 
stake, but the Federal credit. 

If Senator Clark should demand strict adherence to 
his view that Congress should not delegate any of the 
powers granted to it by the Constitution, he would 
achieve the reductio ad absurdum. It has delegated 
many of its powers. Its power to borrow money has 
been delegated to the Treasury. Its power to regulate 
interstate commerce has been vested in the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Its power to establish postof- 
fices has been given to the Postoffice Department. Al- 
though Congress still writes tariff legislation, it has 
given to the President power to raise or lower im- 
posts under the elastic provision of the tariff law, 
an action ratified by the Supreme Court. Should it 
recall these grants and take upon itself the impossi- 
ble task of administering the details of government? 
As in these delegations of power, Congress has not re- 
linquished the right to legislate as to veterans except 
to the extent that two-thirds of Congress must over- 
ride the President’s regulations. 

We presume Senator Clark would agree to the 
proposition that Great Britain, more than any other 
land, cherishes those liberties which it wrung from 
King John at Runnymede, which it exacted of 
William and Mary as the price of their accession, 
which it has fought for on a thousand battlefields. 
Great Britain’s great bequest to the world, to the 
United States in particular, is the bequest of po- 
litical freedom. Yet, more than 200 years ago, the 
House of Commons voluntarily ordered that it would 
not consider motions involving public expenditures 
unless recommended by the Crown, meaning, of 
course, the Cabinet. That is the same principle in- 


mother country to the British dominions, all of 
which are self-governing, all of which are jealous of 
their right of self-government,

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THE FOUNDATION Is LAID. 

The bill to make the Missouri bar a self-disciplin- 
ing profession has been reported unfavorably by the 
State Senate Judiciary Committee.

5 A SPOILS BILL. | 

Senator Buford’s “mystery” utility bill has bee 
perfected by the Senate. Only one voice has been 
raised in serious opposition—that of Senator Joffee 
of Kansas City, although Senators Bales and Gunn are 
to be credited with voting against it. Mention should 
be made, too, of the fact that there were four ab- 
sentees, Bates, Dail, Haymes and Russell, entitled to 
the presumption of innocence until proved guilty. 

If this is severe language, the occasion, we believe, 
demands it. For the Buford bill is a thoroughly 
vicious measure. It is spoils politics of a discredited 
and supposedly obsolete school. 

The bill proposes to abolish the present Public 
Service Commission of five, which, whatever its cred- 
its or debits, has been untainted by partisan politics. 
Since its creation in 1915, every Governor has ob- 
served the traditional] political ratio of 3-2 in filling 
the vacancies. The terms of the Commissioners’ in- 
cumbency were so arranged in the original act as to 
minimize the temptation to make the board an item 
of political patronage; but the non-partisan tradition, 
itself, embodying as it did the public opinion of the 
State, has been the influence determining the con- 
duct of our Governor. 

The Buford bill flouts this fine tradition. If it is 
passed, the present commission will expire and the 
Governor will be empowered to name the three Com- 
missioners who will constitute the new board, and 
with authority to remove any or all of them without 
cause, or at least without explanation. An executive 
request for resignation will suffice. _ 

The bill consolidates the grain, oil and warehouse 
departments with the commission, places all employes 
directly under the Governor, and thus erects a new 
patronage structure which will accommodate some 


300 deserving Democrats under the present adminis- | 


tration. . 

Senator Jof fee, the only legislator at Jefferson City 
who has found time to study it, pronounces the bill 
“highly dangerous.” He is quoted as saying that it 
“gives the utilities everything they want and takes 
from the people the protection they should have.” 
Some changes have, however, been made. The pro- 
vision has been eliminated which would place munici- 
pal utilities under the commission, and another has 
been removed which would permit utilities to acquire 
bonds of other utilities without its consent. 

It is unnecessary to dissect this bill detail by de- 
tail. It is wholly bad. It is a moral throw-back. Its 
enactment would not only revive spoilsmanship, but 
it would resurrect the old, ‘corrupt alliance between 
the special utility interests and practical politics. We 
should no longer have Democratic administrations or 
Republican administrations. We should hay, instead, 
public utility administrations. Whatever its intent, 
that would be its logical fruition. Missouri would be- 
come a sort of Insull-ar playground. Missouri would 
have given up the battle for regulation of public utili- 
ties and returned to the husks of politico-industrial 
barter. 

Missouri will do no such thing. 

It is difficult to believe the Buford bill will pass, 
but if it does pass and the Governor signs it, Missouri 
will toss the Democratic party into the river in 1936.

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SPEAKER RAINEY’S DEPARTURE. 

Speaker Rainey has joined with President Roose- 
velt in the business of precedent breaking. Before 
the dean of the Illinois delegation was elected pre- 
siding officer of the House, it had been custom for 
the Speaker to vote only in the case of a tie. Speaker 
Rainey, it seems, wants his stand recorded, tie or no 
tie. After the clerk had completed the roll call on 
the President’s economy bill, Mr. Rainey asked that 
his name be called in order to be listed among the 
“ayes.” After the beer bill vote, he did the same 
thing, Although Mr. Rainey is now the presiding of- 
ficer of the House, it is no less true that he continues 
to be the elected Representative of the Twentieth IIII- 
nois District. His constituents are entitled to know 
how he stands on the issues before the House in these 
critical times. This departure from practice is high- 
ly commendable in the new Speaker. 
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LEARNING FROM RUSSIA. 

Louis Fischer, who has been in Moscow 10 years 
for the Nation, says the most important thing we 
can learn from Russia is not to set bad examples. 

To agree that we might learn this from Russia 
need not necessarily involve us in a dispute as to 
what evil is. The bad example of business dishon- 
esty in the over-world at last led Al Capone to jus- 
tify his business in the under-world. The legislators 
who voted dry, and drank wet, set a demoralizing 
example. If the force of good example is acknowl- 
‘edged, the force of bad example must be acknowl- 
edged. 

The Russians do not tolerate dishonesty in the pub- 
lic service. The men who have debauched our own 
public service, and too often escaped punishment for 
it, have their counterparts in those either executed 
or imprisoned by Russia for being corrupt. The Rus- 
sjans are stricter than we are. So, too, are the Brit- 
ish. The British do not tolerate the lightest dishon- 
esty in the public service. For falsifying his finan- 
cial set-up in business, Lord Kylsant went to prison. 
It is a British tradition, whether in government or 
business. The integrity of the courts is one of the 
traditions of British justice. 3 


United States was Archbishop Glennon’s assertion 
that the country needs a moratorium on dishonesty. 
John Maynard Keynes, the British economist who 
distinguished himself, by warning the world what the 
consequences of the Versailles Treaty would be, says 
the domestic plight of the United States is the result 
of frenzied speculation. Dishonesty was one of the 
corollaries of this frenzied speculation. The lust for 
money destroyed every moral precept among us. It 
carried many of us into that phantasmagoria from 
which emerged the testimony of the men who clapped 
the blower on for the National City Bank. “We all 
had a headache when it was over,” Mr. Mitchell told 
the Senate Banking and Currency Committee. 

The Romans had ‘frenzied speculation and a conse- 
quent headache. So did the French. So did the 
British. Only the Russians, who have set their faces 
against bad example, have avoided something of the 
kind. The result is that they have not had such 
headache, |

our financial affairs, the European 
world has been profoundly agitated by 
the fear of a general continental war. 

Ever since the peace treaties were imposed 
on the vanquished nations, there have been 
three parties in Europe, one desiring to 
maintain the treaties, another desiring to 
revise them and a third desiring to 
find a way of conciliation. 

In the party of the defenders of the exist- 
ing order, the leading Power has been France. 
Associated with her have been Peland, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, Rumania 
and Belgium. In the party of the re- 
visionists, the leading Power has been Ger- 
many. Her associates have been Austria, 
Hungary, Bulgaria and, in some measure, 
Italy. The party of conciliation has been 
led by Great Britain and has included the 
so-called neutrals, namely, the three Scan- 
dinavian countries, Holland and Switzer- 
land. American sympathy has, of course, 
been with the conciliators, and American 
policy, in so far as we have had a policy, 
has aimed at maintenance of general peace 
by the gradual revision of the most irritating 
features of ‘the existing settlement.

The whole post-war diplomacy of Europe 
has been governed by the interaction of 
these three purposes. On the whole, until 
recently, the main tendency has been for 
the conciliators to prevail. Step by step, 
the punitive features of the treaties have 
been reduced and abandoned. But always 
there seemed to be a definite limit to the 
possibilities of conciliation. That limit was 
the frontier questions. As long as the de- 
mand for revision could be met by conces- 
sions on reparations and’ even on the status 
of armaments, the really difficult issues did 
not have to be faced. But as the defenders 
of the treaties gave up reparations and pre- 
pared to abandon inequality in armaments, 
they were dismayed by the discovery that 
the tension became greater rather than less.

That is the basic reason why Europe has 
been so deeply disturbed since the Nazis 
brought off their revolution. The mind of 
Europe is habituated to the idea that terri- 
torial questions are insoluble by diplomacy, 
and territorial questions are about to be 
thrust forward. 

Whether this will be done by Nazi irregu- 


lars on the frontiers or by formal action of 


the German Government no one knows. The 
uncertainty aggravates the tension. But the 
chief element of uncertainty is the attitude 
of Italy. Will Mussolini throw in his lot 
with Herr Hitler, form a coalition of Fas- 
cist nations in Central Europe, and demand 
territorial revision at the risk of war? Or 
will ‘he use the great influence which he 
now exercises to promote a policy of mod- 
erate and pacific pressure designed to main- 
tain peace by the constructive solution of 
the chief territorial questions? 

The peace of Europe would seem to depend 
on Mussolini’s decision. 

In spite of the superficial similarities be- 
tween Italian and German Fascism, there 
are certain very great differences. Musso- 
lini has been in power for more than 10 
years, and he presides over an established 
regime. The violence of the revolutionary 
period is virtually over in Italy, whereas it 
is just beginning in Germany. Mussolini 
has a political and social order to maintain. 
Herr Hitler has still to establish his. Thus 
Mussolini’s interest in revision of treaties 
is to a very great degree balanced by the 
fact that he has much to lose by gambling 
on a European couvulsion. Italian Fascism 
has become increasingly realistic and con- 
servative; German Fascism is still highly 
romantic, nervous and confused. 

There is, therefore, some reason for think- 
ing that the influence of Mussolini upon 
Herr Hitler is likely to be a moderating 


one.

The realistic Fascist will think twice be- 
fore he takes steps which would precipitate 
a war. Consider the position of the Ger- 
man Nazis. They have, by the use of force 
in the elections, obtained the votes of nearly 
half the Germans.

STUDY OF EFFECT 
OF MUSIC ON YOUNG 


Exhibit of Works by Children 
Who Attend Symphony 
Concerts at Odeon. 


The emotional effect which music 
has on the child mind is being dem- 
onstrated at the Odeon this week 
in an exhibit of work done by chil- 
dren who are subscribers to the 
student concerts given by the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra. The 
mediums of expression are either 
poetry, musical composition or carv- 
ing and modeling, each inspired by 
a number played at the concerts 


or by the series as a whole. 

As is the custom nowadays, the 
children were allowed to follow 
their own bent entirely so that 
there are contributions ranging 


i from crude imitations of crude mu- 


sical instruments to really mature 
poetry written by some of the older 
pupils. There is even an attempt 
at French free verse.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—The 
American Legion's support of Presi- 

ent Roosevelt was pledged by 
is A. Johnson, national com- 
der, in a statement issued t 
ight immediately after the Seriate 
approved the economy bill cutting 
benefits to the veterans. 

Asserting that the legislation is 
“fraught with gravest consequences 
to the disabled veterans,” Johnson 
said the Legion “has every faith in 
the discretion, fairness and the jus- 
tice with which the President will 
deal with this problem—involving 


as it does in many instances the 


need for compassion and mercy.” 

“The President needs the support 
of every loyal American and today 
I am calling on the 10,709 Legion 
posts and our 1,000,000 members to 
uphold the pledge that T have made 
a; the commander. I am asking 
that special meetings he held by 
every Legion post where it will 
officially express by resolution such 
loyalty and utmost help.” 

Legion spokesmen previously had 
indicated a willingness to accept 
a 25 per cent reduction in yeterans 
benefits, but an amendment pro- 
posed to limit cuts to that amount 
was voted down. 

“There is no question of Legion 
loyalty,” Johnson’s statement con- 
tinued. “The patriotism of every 
member has been proved. . In 
this hour of emergency we are 
but eager to serve the Stars and 
Stripes again under whatever or- 
ders our new Commander-in-Chief 
may give. 

“We have never asked anything 
for ourselves but what we felt was 
just and what was first proposed 
by the American people through 
their representatives in Congress. 


“Our President is confronted with 
problems as great as ever faced 
the Chief Executive of the United 
States at the beginning of his ad- 
ministration. He has not faltered 
in action as he sees it. Like a 
brave soldier in battle he is giving 
unstintingly of himself. Yet, with 
all his leadership and fine courage, 
he cannot win the war on the de- 
pression . . unless all citizens ac- 
cord him their utmost help.

COLUMNS OF THE 
OLD CUSTOMS HOUSE 

Continued From Page Onc. 


As told recently, the old Custom 
House was occupied as the main 
Postoffice, Federal building and 
United States Courthouse, from its 
completion in 1859 through the 
Civil War period and until the re- 
moval to the present Federal build- 
ing, at Eighth and Olive streets, 
in 1887. Its columns supported the 
roof directly at first, later a fourth 
story was added to the building— 
not a beautifying or harmonious 
addition, as can still be noted. 

But the old Roman-Corinthian 
columns are thought to date back 
of the period, in the ‘50s, when the 
building was constructed. Historical 
records indicate that they are, in 
all probability, the same columns 
which Meriwether Lewis Clark had 
hewn for the St. Louis Theater, 
which stood on the same site from 
1837 to 1851, and which was 
wrecked to make way for the Cus- 
tom House. 

Columns Put Aside. 

The columns hewn and brought 
to St. Louis for the theater were 
not put in their intended place in 
front of the theater, writers of the 
time say, because time and money 
to complete the theater's exterior 
plan were lacking. They were kept 
in their crates under the theater 
stage, and remained there until the 
building was sold to the Govern- 
ment. Presumably, the Govern- 
ment acquired them with the site 
and building, and the Government’s 
architect made them a part of the 
Custom House. 

Secretary Bryan of the Architec- 
tural Club has written to Lester 
Holland, of the Library of Con- 
gress, who is chairman of a com- 
mittee on preserving memorials of | 
historic buildings, asking him to 
look up the matter. He hopes Hol- 
land will find some Government 
record which will show whether 
the Government, in buying the site 
and the theater building, took over 
the columns and made use of them, 
or whether it obtained other simi- 
lar columns, or whether it acquired 
four columns and had two others 
made. | 

“When the columns are removed 
from their present place,“ Bryan 
said, I hope some place may be 
found for them on Third street, or 
east of Third in the river front 
region. They appear to be in good 
condition, and in their second floor 
location, have been less exposed to 
wear than if they had been within 
the general reach.”

10 stringent regulations under 
which they may reopen. 

The first rule provides that pay- 
ments of interest and principal to 
holders of guarantees may be made 
only “from such sums of principal 
and interest as shall have been re- 
ceived from mortgagors to and in- 
cluding the 15th and 30th days of 
each month upon the respective 
mortgages securing such guaran- 
ties.” 

Nine other rules provided that: 

The companies’ operating and ad- 
ministrative expenses must be re- 
duced to a minimum and a report 
of the cuts filed; 

Each company must report by 
May 1 “such methods as it has 
adopted or proposes to adopt in the 
interest of the holders of its guar- 
anties for the purpose of meeting 
the conditions resulting from the 
present emergency; 

Except as otherwise provided, 
“no company shall transfer any as- 
sets or make any loans or disburse- 
ments for other than operating 
costs” without approval of the au- 
thorities; 

The sale of guaranteed mortgages 
and guaranteed participation cer- 
tificates shall be discontinued ex- 
cept on approved applications to 
the Superintendent of Insurance;

A “courtesy ticket” is a recent 
move of Jack Tippett, boxing 
promoter. Under this plan the 
actual seat ticket, with coupon 
stating the location, section, row 
and number, is given free to the 
“customer” who, by -paying from 
40 cents to 55 cents “service 
charge” is entitled to occupy the 
seat described. These seats are 
scattered all through the house 
from the main floor to the mez- 
zanine.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 16.-- 
The Wisdom racing bill to permit 
racing of all kinds of animals and 
betting thereon, was Veaten in the 
House today.

Whooping-Cough 
PPROXIMATELY 10,000 indi- 
A viauais die each year in the 

United States from whooping- 
cough. ™ 
Nearly all of these are children 
under 5 years of age, and about 
half of this number are infants un- 
der one year. 

The mortality rate, that is, the 
percentage of those afflicted with 
the disease who die from it, is still 
very high. In consequence whoop- 
ing-cough is a significant disease. 


While we have recognized the 
disease for many years, there is 
still much doubt as to its cause. 
During the last 25 years a certain 
germ, the Bordet-Gengou bacillus, 
has been widely accepted as the 
cause of whooping-cough. Recent 
ly, however, some doubt has been 
cast on the relationship of this 
germ to the disease. 

Various experimental, clinical 
and pathologic studies have forced 
upon us the conclusion that the 
Bordet-Gengou bacillus may be as- 
sociated with whooping-cough, but 
is not its primary cause. 
Whooping-cough in its clinical 
picture closely resembles that of 
other virus diseases. These diseases, 
of which measles may be taken as 
an example, are presumably due to 
a causative agent of an infinitesi- 
mally small size. 

It is now believed that a virus as 
yet undetermined first induces 
whooping-cough, the Bordet-Gengou 
bacillus being a secondary invader. 
This hypothesis as to the cause 
of whooping-cough has more than 
a theoretical interest for us. 
Heretofore we have tried to pre- 
vent whooping-cough in those who 
were and to treat those 
who had already developed the dis- 
ease with a vaceine made of the 
Bordet-Gengou bacillus. This vac- 
cine treatment hag not been very 
effective. | 

If, however, it can be demon- 
strated that whooping-cough is due 
to a filtrable virus, it may be pos- 
sible to treat it more effectively by 
means of a convalescent serum.
